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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: a) 1 12, first paragraph: It is the examiner's 
opinion that the specification is replete with descriptions of the coatings bein^ conductive. See, for instance, [0002] - [0007]. In fact. 
[0047] referred to by applicant in the 9/26/2005 response mentions the conductivity of the coating. 

b) 102(b) over Angelopoulos et al (6153725). It is the examiner's position that the pyridine or DMF would chemically behave both as a 
solvent and as moderator, reacting with the oxidizer. It is not as if the pyridine or DMF would CHOOSE to act only as a solvent, just 
because Angelopoulos et al refer to these compounds as solvents(6: 50-68). In the presence of the oxidizer, the pyridine or DMF would 
inherently chemically react with the oxidizer, thus carrying out the role of moderator. 
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
